‘With the advent of spring, when 
the businessman’s fancy tends to 
turn to thought of outdoor advertis- 
‘fing, I should like through your col- 
umns to draw attention once agai 
the the provisions of the law regard- 
ing the erection of signs and bill- 
boards alongside our main highways. 

Outside of incorporated cities, 
towns and villages, no person, corpo:- 
ation or religious or political body 
may install any devive bearing ad 
vertsing or promotional matter s: 
as to be visible from any numbereu 
highway, unless it is on the adver 
tiser’s own premises where he trans 
acts his business. On business prem- 
ises adjacent to a main highway, 
signs indicating the nature of the 
goods for sale or the services offered 
may be placed, but they must not be 
more than 100 feet away from the 
main building in which the business 
is conducted, nor may they be closer 
than 27 feet to the limit of the high- 
way right or way, nor must they be 
so large, numerous or dilapidated as 
to be of unsightly appearance. 

Apart from this exception, the only 
other signs allowed on or adjacent to

Here briefly are Watson's ideas on 
curling, the result of 29 years of par- 
ticipation in the game: 

1, A curler is at his best between 
30 and 35 years of age. 

2, It’s stability — not brilliancy — 
that counts in curling. 

3. It requires 10 years for a man 
to learn “stability” in curling. 

4. After a man passes the age of 
35, he learns how to “make his shots 
do the most work.” He says that 
10 years ago, he personally could 
Rake more shots than he makes to- 

jay. 

5. Team work is all-important. His 
own rink, which, in addition to him- 
self, is a model of team work, con- 
sists of his brother, Grant Watson, 
Lisle Dyker and Charlie Read. 

6. A good rink conserves its 
strength by “sweeping” only when it 
is absolutely necessary. Too much 
sweeping tightens the leg muscles 
and makes it difficult for a curler to 
deliver a shot. 

7. There is no age limit for curl- 
ers. Look at Winnipeg's Howard 
Wood, who still is winning competi- 
tions at 60.
